1 . The drawings were received on October 15, 2003. These drawings are accepted by the

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. " The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the recited composite construction 
for use as a label or a tape. Independent claims 1 and 13 identify the uniquely distinct features 
of a composite that include a barrier layer that substantially impervious to migratory components 
in the first substrate comprising a radiation cured acrylated epoxy made with at least one 
acrylated epoxy oligomer and a reactive diluent chosen from N-vinyl-2-pyrrolidone and N- 
vinylcaprolactam. The closest prior art of record, Bilodeau (USPN 6,235,363) in view of Weeks 
(USPN 5,763,122) and Aoyana et al. (USPN 4,713,296), disclose a composite construction, 
which either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious the above 
limitations.
